Third Year of the Reign of our Sovereign Lord George the 
Third, by the Grace of God of Great Britain, France, and 
Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, and fo forth, and in the Year of 
our Lord 1793, BETWEEN JOHN DOLLOND, PHILIP 
BUCKLEY, and JOHN MAWSON, all of South Lambeth, in the 
Pariſh of Saint Mary at Lambeth, in the County of Surry, Gentlemen, 
of the Firſt Part: THE REV. WILLIAM VYSE, Doctor of Laws, 
the Rector of the ſaid Pariſh of Saint Mary at Lambeth, of the Second 
Part: And CHARLES BLICKE, CHARLES STEWART, and 
JAMES GUBBINS, all of South Lambeth aforefaid, Gentlemen, and 
the SEVERAL OTHER PERSONS, whoſe Hands and Seals are 
hereunto ſet and ſubſcribed, of the Third Part: WHEREAS, the 
ſeveral Perſons herein before-named, (gxcept the faid Wilm Vyſe,) 
and others of the ſeveral Perſons, ' Parties to theſe Preſents, of the Third 
Part, have had divers Meetings to conſider and conſult together on the 
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Sudject of crefting a Chapel for Divine Service, at or near unto South 
Lambeth, in the faid Pariſh of Saint Mary at Lambeth, for the Uſe and 
Accommodation of the Inhabitants of that Vicinage, which is at a great 
' Diſtance from the Pariſh-Church : And the faid ſeveral Parties to theſe 
Preſents of the Firſt and Third Parts, having obtained the Permiſſion 
and Aſſent of the faid Willam Vyſe, as Rector of the faid Pariſh 
of Saint Mary at Lambeth, for fuch Purpoſe, they the faid ſeveral Per- 
ſons, Parties of theſe Preſents, of the Firſt and Third Parts, have 
agreed to ere, build, and complete, a Chapel, in which Divine Wor- 
ſhip ſhall be performed and celebrated according to the Rites and Cere-

as for other the Confiderations therein-mentioned : They, the faid John 
Bond and Sarah, his Wife, at the Requeſt and by the Direction and Ap- 
pointment of the faid John Pratt, (teſtified as therein-mentioned,) DID 
demiſe, leaſe, and to farm let, unto the faid John Dollond, Philip 
Buckley, and John Mawſon, ALL that Piece or Parcel of Ground, 
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late Part of a Garden, in the Occupation of Sarah Lindſey, Widow, fituate 
in the faid Pariſh of Saint Mary at Lambeth, abutting Eaſt 75 Feet on 
the Turnpike-Road, leading from Vauxhall to Stockwell; South 
Feet upon other Premiſes of the faid John Bond and Sarah, his Wife, called 
South Lambeth- Place; Weſt 113 Feet 3 Inches upon other Part of the faid 
Garden ; and North 220 Feet upon other Part of the faid Garden, in- 
tended to be laid open for a Road of Communication from the Turnpike- 
Road leading from Vauxhall to Wandſworth, with the ſaĩd Turnpike- 
Road leading from Vauxhall to Stockwell, rogether with the Uſe of the 
faid Road when made by the faid John Pratt, as therein is mentioned; 
which faid Piece or Parcel of Ground thereby demiſed is more parti- 
cularly delineated and deſcribed in the Plan drawn in the Margin of the 
faid now-reciting Indenture of Leaſe, TOGETHER with all and fingu- 
lar the Erections and Buildings which ſhould be thereupon or upon any 
Part thereof, at any Time or Times during the Continuance of the Term 
thereby granted, erefted, and built, together with all Appurtenances 
thereunto belonging, or in any wiſe appertaining, TO HOLD the fame, 
with the Appurtenances, unto the faid John Dollond, Philip Buckley, 
and John Mawſon, their Executors, Adminiſtrators, and Aſſigns, from 
the Twenty-Ninth Day of September then laſt paſt, for, and during, and 
unto, the full End and Term of 99 Years from thence next enſuing, and 
fully to be complete and ended, at and under for the Firſt Year of the faid 
Term the Rent of a Pepper-Corn, and for the Reſidue of the faid Term 
the Rent or Sum of / 20, clear of all Taxes and Deductions whatſoever, 
and payable quarterly as therein-mentioned : In which faid Indenture of 
Leaſe, now in recital, is contained (amongſt others) a Covenant on the 
Part of the ſaid John Dollond, Philip Buckley, and John Mawſon, 
to erect and build, on the faid Piece or Parcel of Ground thereby de- 
miſcd, and completely finiſh, in a moſt fubſtangal, good, and workman- 
like, Manner, within the Firſt Year of the faid Term thereby graated, 
s Chape? far Divine Worſhip, and incloſe the Dormitory or Ground 
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thereto belonging with 2 good ſubſtantial Fence on the North, Eaſt, 
and Weſt, Sides of the faid Piece or Parcel of Ground, and keep it 
fo incloſed during the faid Term, and to build the ſaid Chapel in ſuch 
Manner, with ſuch Materials, and according to ſuch Plan and Elevations, 
a in the faid Covenant of the faid Leaſe now in recital is particularly 
mentioned and expreſſed, as in and by the ſaid recited Indenture of Leaſe, 
Relation being thereunto had, may more fully appear: AND 
WHEREAS the faid recited Indenture of Leaſe and the Piece or 
Parcel of Ground thereby granted and demiſed to the faid John Dollond, 
Philip Buckley, and John Mawſon, as aforeſaid, were fo granted and 
demiſed to them, and their Names were made Uſe of in the faid Inden- 
ture of Leaſe IN TRUST only for, and for the Uſe and Benefit of, 
them the faid John Dollond, Philip Buckley, and John Mawſon, and 
the ſeveral other Perſons, who are Parties to theſe Preſents, of the Third 
Part, their reſpective Executors, Adminiſtrators, aud Aſſigns, accor- 
ding to their reſpective Rights and Intereſts herein-after expreſſed and 
declared. NOW THIS INDENTURE WITTNESSETH, and they 
the faid John Dollond, Philip Buckley, and John Mawſon, for them- 
chre, teſtify, and agree, to and with the ſeveral other Perſons, who 
are Parties to theſe Preſents, of the third Part, that they, the faid John 
Dollond, Philip Buckley, and John Mawſon, their Executors, Ad- 
miniſtrators, and Aſſigns, ſhall and will, from Time to Time, and at 
all Times hereafter, for and during all the now Reſidue of the faid Term 
of 99 Years, by the faid recited Indenture of Leaſe granted, have, 
hold, be poſſeſſed of, and intereſted in, the faid Piece or Parcel of Ground 
and Premiſes thereby demiſed, and the Chapel, Erect ions, and Build- 
ings, which ſhall be crefted and built thereon or on any Part thereof, to- 
gether with the Galleries, Pews, Ornaments, Furniture, and other the 
Appurtenances, which now do, or ſhall, or may, belong or appertain to 
the faid Ground, Chapel, and Premiſes; IN TRUST for themſelves 
and 
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«nd all other the Perſons, Parties to theſe Preſents, of the Third Part, 
according to their reſpective Shares, Rights, and Intereſts, hereln- after 
particularly mentioned, expreſſed, and declared, concerning the fame: 
AND THIS INDENTURE FURTHER WITNESSETH, and all 
and every the faid Parties of theſe Preſents, of the Firſt and Third Parts, 


do hereby each of them, for himſelf and herſclf, and for his and her ſeveral 
and reſp:-&ive Executors and Adminiſtrators, mutually covenant, promiſe, 
declare, and agree, to and with the other and others of them, their 
ſeveral and reſpective Executors and Adminiſtrators in Manner and 
Form following, (that is to ſay,) that a Chapel (which is already begun 
to be built) ſhall, with all poſſible and convenient Speed, be erected, 
built, and completed, upon the faid Piece and Parcel of Ground de- 
miſed by the faid recited Indenture of Leaſe as aforeſaid, and that the 
faid John Dollond, Philip Buckley, and John Mawſon, Charles Blicke, 
James Gubbins, Richard Foſter, and Robert Tyler, and the Survivors 
of them, ſtall be, and they arc, nominated, appointed, authoriſed, and 
impowered, to be a Committee for the Purpoſe of managing, con- 
ducting, and regulating, the erecting and building the faid Chapel, 
which ſhall be built and conftrufted of fuch Dimenſions, Elevations, 
and Materials, and in fuch Manner and Form as hath been already 
agreed on and determined, at a Meeting of the faid Proprietors, and, as 
2 or the Survivors of them, ſhall hereafter ſeem ex-

the faid Chapel, ſhall not exceed, in Expenditure, the Sum of 3000. 
AND FURTHER, that the Eſtate and Property of and in the faid 
demiſed Piece or Parcel of Ground, and Chapel to be thereon erefted 
and built as aforefaid, and all Appurtenances which ſhall be thereunto 
belonging, ſhall conſiſt of 60 equal Parts or Shares; the firſt und original 
Charge and Purchaſe of each of which faid Shares ſhall amount to 
the Sum of { 50; and that the Subſcribers to the faid Chapel ſhall. have 
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and be intitled to One Share for every Fifty Pounds by them reſpeAtive- 
ly paid: AND FURTHER, that all and every the ſaid Parties to theſe 
Preſents ſhall and will, at the Times and Manner herein-after mention- 
ed, well and truly pay, or cauſe to be paid, the ſeveral Sums of Money 
ſet oppoſite their reſpective Names, in the Schedule here under-written, 
for and in Conſideration of their feveral and reſpective Shares of and in 
the faid Chapel an Premiſes, and that thereupon they, the faid Parties to 
theſe Preſents, ſhall reſpectively become and be entitled to ſuch Shares or 
Number of Shares, as according to the Sum of Money by him, her, or 
them, fubſcribed, he, ſhe, or they, ſhall be entitled to, and as is herein 
| before expteſſed and declared; which faid ſeveral Sums of Money, fo 
ſubſcribed or to be ſubſcribed by the faid Parties reſpectively, which have 
not been already paid, ſhall be by them paid to or into the Flands of 
Meſſrs Bond and Son, Bankers, Exchange-Alley, Cornhill, London, 
or of ſuch other Bankers as the faid Committee ſhall appoint, at the 
Times and in the Proportion and Manner following, (that is to ſay,) 
One-Fifth Part thereof at or before the Sealing and Delivery of thete 
Preſents, Two other Fifth Parts thereof on or before the Fuſt Day of 
May now next enſuing, and the Remaining Two-Fifth Parts thereof 
on or before the Firſt Day ne alſo next enſuing, and the fame 
Moneys already paid, or fo much thereof as now remains unapplied, and 
the Moneys to be paid into the Hands of the faid Meſſrs Bond and Son, 
or of ſuch other Bankers as the faid Committee ſhall appoint ; ſhall 
from Time to Time be drawn out by the faid Committee herein before- 
appointed for ſuperintending the Building of the faid Chapel, or the Survi- 
vors of them, or any Four or more of them, which ſhall be conſtantly, 
and from Time to Time, paid, laid out, and applied, by them, the faid 
Cormmurree, in and about the erecting, building, and completing, the faid 
Chapel, and for other the Purpoſes herein before - mentioned: PROVI- 
DED ALWAYS, chat if any or either of the faid Partics to theſe Preſents, 
of the Firſt and Third Parts, ſhall refuſe or neglect to pay all or any 
| Part 
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Part of the faid Moneys, in the Propertions and at the Times herein-be- 
fore for that Purpoſe mentioned: Then, and in every ſuch Cafe, all and 
every the Sum and Sums of Money, by him, her, or them, before paid, 
on Account of the Subſcription to the faid Chapel, ſhall thereby become, 
and be totally and abſolutely, forfeited, and the reſpective Parts 
and Shares, of him, her, or them, fo neglecting or refuſing to pay, 


the ſaid Moneys of and in the faid Chapel and Premiſes, ſhall from thence - 
forth be totally loſt and done away ; and the fame Parts and Shares 
ſhall thereupon merge, veſt, and become, the Property of the faid John 
Dollond, Philip Buckley, and John Mawſon, their Executors, Adminiſ- 
trators, and Aſſigns, IN TRUST for ſuch of the Proprietors or Sub- 
fcribers of the faid Chapel, who have made, or ſhall make, good their 
Payments as aforeſaid, and ſuch forfeited Parts or Shares ſhall be by them, 
the faid John Dollond, Philip Buckley, and John Mawſon, their Execu- 
tors, Adminiſtrators, or Afigns, at any Time thereafter fold, demiſed, 
conveyed, and diſpoſed of, to any other Perſon or Perſons ; and in the 
mean Time, and until ſuch Sale, Demiſe, or Diſpoſition, the fame Parts 
and Shares ſhall be let by the Committee, to be appointed as herein-af- 
ter mentioned, to any Perſon or Perſons, for any Time or Term nat 
exceeding one Year; and that the Moneys to ariſe from the Sale, Demiſe 
Diſpoſition, and letting the fame Parts and Shares, ſhall from Time to 
Time be paid, and applied, for and towards the general Purpoſes of the 
faid Chapel, any Article, Clauſe, Matter, or Thing, herein before con- 
tained to the Contrary thereof in any wiſe notwithſtanding. AND it is 
hereby further coveranted, declared, and agreed, by and between all 
and every the faid Parties to theſe Preſents, of the Firſt and Third 
Parts, that each of the Parties to theſe Preſents, who ſhall purchaſe or 
ſubſcribe for one Share only of and in the faid Chapel and Premiſes, 
ſhall thereby become and be entitled to a Pew, containing four Seats, in 
the faid Chapel: Each, who ſhall purchaſe or fubſcribe for two Shares of 
and in the fame Chapel and Premiſes, ſhall be entitled to a Pew or Pews 
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containing Eight Seats in the faid Chapel: Each, who ſhall purchaſe of 
ſubſcribe for Three Shares of and in the fame Chapel and Premiſes, ſhall 
be entitled to a Pew or Pews containing Twelve Seats in the ſaĩd Cha- 
pel : And each, who ſhall purchaſe or ſubſcribe for Four Shares of and in 
the fame Chapel and Premiſes, ſhall be entitled to a Pew or Pews con- 
taining Sixtecen Seats in the faid Chapel. AND FURTHER, that when 
and fo ſoon as the faid Chapel and the Galleries in the fame, and alſo the 
Pews therein, ſhall be erefted and fixed, a Plan or Ground-Plor of the 
ſaid Chapel ſhall be made and taken upon a large Scale, under the Direc- 
tion of the ſaid Committee, appointed for the managing the Erection of 
the ſaid Chapel as aforeſaid; and in which faid Plan ſhall be ſet out and 
delineated the ſeveral Seats and Pews erected and fixed as well in the 
Galleries as on the Baſement or Ground-Floor of the faid Chapel, each 
of which ſaid Pews; fo ſet out and deſcribed in the faid Plan, ſhall be 
numbered, from the Number One, by Gradation, to the higheſt Num- 
ber that the faid intended Pews ſhall amount to, (that is to ſay,) a gra- 
dual Number to be marked on the Scite of each intended Pew on the 
faid Plan: And that as foon as the faid Plan ſhall have been made and 
taken, and the intended Pews therein numbered as aforefaid, the Choice 
of the ſeveral Seats, that ſhall belong to each Proprietor or Subſcriber, 
mall be determined and aſcertained by Lot in Manner following, (that 
is to fay,) ſo many Pieces of Paper as and for Lot ſhall be provided 
and folded up as ſhall be equal in Number to the Number of Shares 
ſubſcribed for in the faid Chapel; in One of which faid Lots ſhall be 
marked or figured the No. 1, in another the No. 2, and fo on in 
Gradation to the Number of Shares ; which faid Lots ſhall be depoſited 
in a Box or Bag, and ſhaken indiſcriminately together; and the faid 
Proprietors (or fuch Perſons as ſhall be authoriled by them reſpectively 
for that Purpoſe) ſhall thereupon fairly draw out of the faid Box or 
Bag One Lot for each Share, belonging to them reſpectively, until all 
the fail Lots ſhall be fairy drawn out; fuch Ballotting or Drawing to be 
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made and performed in a public Manner. PROVIDED ALWAYS, 
nevertheleſs, and it is hereby further declared and azreed, by and be- 
tween the Parties to theſe Preſents, of the Firſt and Third Parts, that 


if any or either of the Subſcribers for, or Proprictors of, Two or more 
Shares, ſhail be minded or defirous to determine their, his, or her, Turn 
or Right of chooſing Sears in the faid Chapel for Two or more Shares 
by One Lot, and ſhall ſignify ſuch their, his, or her, Mind or Deſire 
previous to the Commencement of fuch Ballotting or Drawing, as afore- 
faid, fuch Subſcribers for, or Proprietors of, Two or more Shares, 
ſhall be at Liberty fo to do, and the Lots or Numbers ſhall be accor- 
dingly reduced before the faid Ballotting or Drawing ſhall take Place, 
any Thing herein contained to the contrary notwithſtanding. AND 
that as ſoon as all the faid Lots ſhall be drawp, the fame ſhall be forth- 
with ſhewn to the Preſident of the faid Meeting, who ſhall openly 
read the Number contained in each Lot, and the Name of the Perſon 
to whom ſuch Lot ſhall belong, and cauſe the fame Lots reſpectively, 
and the Numbers thereof, together with the Names of the Perſons to 
whom ſuch Lots ſhall reſpectively belong, to be fairly entered and writ- 
ren in a Book, to be provided for that Purpoſe, or in the Minute-book, 
in which are, or ſtall be, entered the ſeveral Proceedings of the Pro- 
prietors of the faid Chapel; and that immediately thereupon, the 
Perſon, who ſtall draw Lot One, ſhall be entitled, in the firſt Phce, 
to chooſe his Seats in the faid Chapel, according to the Share or Shares 
which he or ſhe ſhall then have drawn for; and the Perſon, who ſhall 
draw No. 2, ſhall be entitled to the next Choice of his or her Seam 
in the faid Chapel, according to his or her Share or Shares then 
drawn for ; and fo on throughout the Whole of the faid Lots and Pro- 
prietors, (that is to fay,) the next Number in Gradation upwards, being 
to be entitled to the next Choice of Seats, according to the Share or 
Shares then drawn for, and that the faid Proprietors ſhall thereupon, 
or within Twenty-one Days after the faid Shares ſhall have been drawn, 
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chooſe their reſpective Seats in the ſaid Chapel, according to the Shares 
by them reſpectively drawn, and that immediately after ſuch Choice 
ſhall have been made by each Perſon reſpectively, in the Rotation afore- 
fad, the Sears, choſen by fuch Perſons reſpectively, ſhall be forthwith 
marked and aſcertained on the faid Plan or Ground-Plot, and the re-

ſhall be wrote and inſcribed on that Part of the Plan where their Seats 
ſhall be reſpectively fituate ; and all the faid Proprietors ſhall thereupon 
ſubſcribe their Names to the faid Plan or Ground- Plot, in Teſtimony of 
their Approbation of their ſeveral Seats, ſo to be choſen and aſcertained 
as aforeſaid ; and the ſaid Seats, fo choſen and aſcertained, ſhall thereby 
become and be the Eſtate and Property of the fail Proprietors re- 
ſpectively, for all the Reſidue and Remainder of the faid Term of 99 
Years, in and by the faid recited Indenture of Leaſe granted as aforeſaid, 
(the laſt Ten Days of the faid Term only excepted,) and ſhall and may 
be uſed, affigned, and diſpoſed of, at his and their Will and Pleafure 
accordingly. But ſubject, nevertheleſs, to the Payment of a propor- 
 tionable Part or Share of all the Colts, Charges, and Expences, which 
Mall be incident to, or attendant upon, the faid Chapel and Premiſes, 
with the Appurtenances, the Rent, Taxes, and neceſſary Repairs, 
thereof ; the Salary to be paid to the Clergyman from Time to Time 
to be appointed to perform Divine Service in the fame, and the Clerk, 
Sexton, and other Officers or Servants, neceſſary to be employed in or 
about the faid Chapel, or otherwiſe, as herein-after is mentioned and 
agreed on. AND FURTHER, that when and fo foon as the faid 
Chapel ſhall have been fo erefted and completed, and the Seats, to 
which the ſeveral Propnetors are, or ſhall be, reſpectively untitled, 
ſhall have been aſcertained or determined, in Manner and by the 
Means herein-before, for that Purpoſe, mentioned; they, the faid John 
Dollond, Philip Buckley, and John Mawſon, their Executors or Ad- 
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and execute unto each of them, the ſaid ſeveral Proprietors re ſpectively, 
a Demiſe or Leaſe, Declaration of Truſt, or ſuch other ſufficient Deed 
or Inſtrument, as Counſel ſhall adviſe, of the Seats in the faid Chapel 
to which he or ſhe ſhall be reſpectively entitled in Manner ?forefaid, 
and of other his or her Eſtate and Intereſt in the faid Chapel-Ground 
and Premifes. TO HOLD the fame unto the faid Proprietors refpec- 
tively, their reſpective Executors, Adminiſtrators, and Aſſigns, for 
all the then Reſidue and Remainder of the faid Term of 9g Years, in 
and by the faid recited Indenture of Leaſe granted, (fave Ten Days, as 
aforeſaid.) AND FURTHER, that for the further and better Elucida- 
tion and Maniſeſtation of the Shares and Rights of the faid Proprietors, 
after the faid Chapel and the Galleries, Pews and Seats, thereof, ſhalt 
de fully completed, a Plan or Ground-Plot thereof ſhall be made and 
taken, (beſides that herein before-mentioned,) in which ſhall be fairly 
and diftinftly delineated and ſhewn the Seats belonging to each Pro- 
prietor, which faid Plan or Ground-Plot ſhall be ſigned and fubſcribed 
by all the faid Proprietors, and carefully preſerved in the faid Cha- 
pel, (and a ſufficient Number of correct Copies of the faid Plan ſhall 
be printed on a ſmaller Scale for the Uſe of the faid Proprietors reſpec-. 
tively, and One of them ſhall be conſtantly kept clean, and affixed ar 
or about the Height of Five Feet from the Floor in the faid Chapel, 
for public and general Inſpection.) AND FURTHER, that. all and 
every of the Pews and Seats in the faid Chapel, which ſhall remain, 
(after the Seats of the faid Proprietors ſhall have been aſcertained and 
determined, as aforeſaid, ) ſhall not be fold or diſpoſed of, but ſhall be, and 
remain, and continue, veſted in a Committee of the faid Proprietors, 
(to be appointed or choſen, as herein-after is mentioned;) and fuch Sur- 
plus Pews and Sears ſhall be, from Time to Time, let, by the faid 
Committee, to any Perſon or Perſons, for any Space or Term, not ex- 
ceeding Seven Years, but no longer than Seven Years, without the 
Conſent of the Majority of Proprietors at ſome public Meeting, and 
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all and every the Rents, Proceeds, and Profits, ariſing from the Let- 
ting fuch Pews and Seats, and all other the Proceeds and Profits ariſing 
from, for, or in reſpect of, the ſaid Chapel, ſhall be applied and ex- 
pended in Aid of the Proprietors, and for and towards the general and 
incidental Expences of the ſaid Chapel: And in caſe any Surplus of 
Moneys, ariſing from the Letting of fuch Pews and Seats, and other 
the Proceeds or Profits of the faid Chapel, ſhall remain, after anſwering 
and paying all and every the general and incidental Expences of the 
fiid Chapel, and all Things belonging thereto, ſuch Surplus, when 
and as often as the fame ſhall, from Time to Time, exceed One Hun- 
dred Pounds, ſhall, Once in every Year, be fairly and equally di- 
vided by the faid Committee, to be appointed and choſen as herein- 


Proprietors of the faid Chapel, in Proportion to their ſeveral Shares 
and Intereſts in the fame Chapel. AND MOREOVER, all and every 
the faid Parties to theſe Preſents, of the Third Part, do, for them- 
ſelves, ſeverally and reſpectively, and for their ſeveral and reſpective 
Executors and Adminiſtrators, covenant, promiſe, and agree, to and 
with the faid John Dollond, Philip Buckley, and John Mawſon, their 
Executors and Adminiſtrators, that they the faid Parties to thefe Pre- 
ſents, of the Third Part, their Executors, Adminiſtrators, and Aſſigns, 
ſhall and will from Time to Time, and at all Times, during the now 
Reſidue of the faid Term of 99 Years, in and by the faid recited In- 
denture of Leaſe granted,. well and truly pay, or cauſe to be paid, 
unto the Treafurer, for the Time being, of the faid Chapel, or to ſuch 
other Perſon or Perſons as the Committee, to be appointed as herein- 
after mentioned, ſhall, from Time to Time, direct, their ſeveral pro-

WAYS, and it is hereby further declared and agreed, by and between 


all and every the faid Parties to theſe Preſents, of the Firſt and Third 
Parts, that all and every of the Proprietors of the faid Chapel, for the 
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Time being, ſhall pay, contribute, anſwer, and be chargeable, for 
and towards the indemnifying and faving harmleis the faid Leſſces, 
their Executors, and Adminiſtrators, only pro rata, and according to 
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their reſpeftive Shares and Intereſts in the faid Chapel and Premiſes, 
and that ſuch of the faid Parts and Shares of the reſpective Proprictors

Vyſe, or his Succeſſors, ſhall and may nominate, elect, and appoint, the 
Paſtor or Miniſter to officiate and perform Divine Service in the faid 
Chapel, without any Intermeddling or Interruption of or by the others of 
the faid Parties to theſe Preſents, or any or eicher of them, and ſhall and

who ſhall or may be from Time to Time appointed Paſtor or Miniſter 
of the faid Chapel, are and ſhall invariably continue to be, that the Per- 
fon is and ſhall be of unſullied Fame and Reputation, a Graduate of one 
of the Univerſities of Oxford or Cambridge, and in Principles and 
Practice purely orthodox and perfeftly conſiſtent with the Doctrines 
of the Chriſtian Religion, and of the Church of England, as by Law 
eſtabliſhed, with the Liturgy contained in the Common Prayer Book,

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2 Sermon at the Concluſion of the Morning Se: vice, only on every 
Sunday, Chriſtmas- Day and Good Friday, in the Year, at the {aid Cha- 
pel. PROVIDED ALSO, and it is hereby declared and agreed by 
and between the faii Parties to theſe Preſents of the Fuſt and Thud 
Parte, that it ſhall an1 may be Lwful to and for the ſaid William Vyſe, or · 
his Succeſſors, (at the Requeſt of Two- Thirds or more of the Proprictors 
of the ſaid Chapel, for the Time being, in Writing, but not otherwiſe,) to 
appoint any Clergyman to be Paſtor or Miniiter of the faid Chapel, 
who is not or ſhall not be a Graduate or entered of either of the Univer- 
ſities of Oxford or Cambridge, the aforeſaid Proviſo or any Thing herein 
contained to the contrary thereof in any wile notwithſtanding: AND 
the ſaid William Vyſe, for himſelf, and as far as he lawfully may or can 
for his Succefiors, doth hereby covenant and agree to and with all and 
every the other Parties to theſe Preſents, their Executors, Adminiſtra- 
tors, and Aſſigns, that he, the ſaid William Vyſe, or his Succ. fiors, ſhall 
and will, when and fo ſoon as the faid Chapel ſhall be erected and com- 
pleted, nominate and appoint a fit and proper Perſon as Paſtor or Mi- 
niſter of the faid Chapel, according to the Qualifications and Deſcrip- 
tions herein before-mentioned ; and in Caſe the Perſon fo appointed ſhall 
die, reſign or negle& the Duties of his faid Paſtorſhip in any Manner 
or Wiſe howſoever, he, the faid William Vyſe, or his Succeſſors, ſhall 
and will, in hke Manner, appoint another fit and proper Perſon to

Treaſurer will for that Purpoſe extend: AND that the faid 'Freafurer ſhall 
call on the ſeveral Proprietors of the faid Chapel for their reſpective and 
proportionable Contributions to ſupply any Deficiency that ſhall or may, 
from Time to Time, appear after the whole of the Receipts of the faid 
Treaſurer ſhall have been expended for the Purpoſes aforeſaid :

AND FUR- 
THER, that the faid Committee, for the Time being, ſhall aſſemble in 
the faid Chapel on Lady-Day, Midfummer-Day, Michaelmas-Day, and 
Chriſtmas-Day, in every Year, or within 14 Days after each reſpective 
Quarter-Day, in order to inſpect and examine into the State and Con- 
dition of the faid Chapel, and other the faid Premiſes, the Treafurer's 
Receipts and Expenditures, and the Conduct of the Officers and Ser- 
vants belonging to the faid Chapel, and the general Buſineſs of the 
fame ; and upon any material Neglect, or Complaint, or Deficiency, 
or other Accident, ſhall call the Proprietors together to conſider of 
and to regulate the fame, by fuch Notice as herein-before is, for that 
Purpoſe, mentioned. AND FURTHER, that proper Books ſhall 
be conſtantly kept in the faid Chapel, in which fair and regular Entries 
ſhall be made and kept, of all Receipts and Payments of and by the 
Treaſurer, and of the whole of his Accounts reſpecting the faid 
Chapel, and other the Premiſes as aforeſaid, and of the Proceedings of 
the faid Committee, and the Whole of the fame ſhall be read to and 
ſubmitted to the Examination of the Proprietors at large whenever 
aſſembled for or upon any of the Occafions herein before-mentioned ;

(the Committee appointed for ſuperintending and managing the Ereftion 
and Completion of the ſaid Chapel,) do hereby, for themſelves, ſeve- 
rally and reſpectively, their ſeveral and reſpective Heirs, Executors, 
and Adminiſtrators, covenant, promiſe, and agree, to and with the 
ſeveral Perſons, Parties to theſe Preſents, of the Third Part, their 
Executors, Adminiſtrators, or Aſſigns, that when and fo ſoon as the 
faid Chapel ſhall be built and completed, they, the faid John Dollond, 
Philip Buckley, John Mawſon, Charles Blicke, James Gubbins, Richard 
Foſter, and Robert Tyler, or the Survivors of them, ſhall and will 
truly and fairly account with Three or more of the faid Proprietors, 
(to be choſen and appointed as Auditors by the Majority of the faid 
Proprietors at ſome public Meeting of them for that Purpote, of which 
due Notice ſhall be given as aforefaid,) for all Moneys by them or either 
of them received and paid for or on Account of the faid Chapel, and 
ſhew and produce to the faid Auditors all proper Accounts and Vouchers 
for the Payments that ſhall have been made by them reſpeEtively on Ac-
